, Life of the New Supreme Justice. 

Howell Edmunds Jackson was born at Paris, 
Henry County, Tenn., April 8, 1832. He is 
the son of Dr.'A. Jackson, He obtained his 
adademic education in the vicinage of Jack- 
son, Madison Oounty, and graduated from the 
West Tennessee College at Jackson in 1849. 
In. e entered the University of Virginia 
and completed the course there. He read law 
under Judge A. W. O. Totten, then a member 
of the Supreme Court of Fennessee, and Judge 
Milton Brown. Next he attended the law 
school at Lebanon, Tenn., in 1855 ang grad- 
uated there in the summer of 1856. He began 
the practice of law at Jackson end in 1858 re- 
meéved to Memphis, where he formed a part- 
nership with David M. Currie, ex-member of 
Congress. At the beginning of hostilities he 
was appointed receiver under the Confederate 
sequestration act for West Tennessee. After 
the war he returned to Memphis and resumed 
the practice of law in partnership with Judge 
B. \M. Estes and Judge Elilet. 

Judge Jackson has been married twice, first 
in 1859 to Miss Sophy Malloy of Memphis, 
who died in 1873. His second wife is a daugh- 
ter of Gen. W, Harding of Nashville. 
Shortly after his second marriage Judge 
Jaekson removed to his old home at Jackson 
and formed a law partnership with Gen. Alex. 
W.\Campbell. He practiced until 1880, when 
he was elected to the Legislature. He 
was elected United States Senator by that 
body in 1881. April 12, 1886, Judge Jackson 
was nominated by President Cleveland as Cir- 
cuit Judge of the United States for the Sixth 
Judicial Circuit.

Various reasons have been put forth agaiast 
thé annexation of Hawaii, It is stated that 
the native inhabitants ate no®good material 
out of which to make American citizens; that 
there are lepers on the islands; that there are 
Chinese there; that it will be necessary to gar- 
tison the iskands with a large military farce; 
that the navy will have to be enlarged; that. 
the new possessions will be a source of great 


expense; that it is contrary to the policy of 


the United States to widen its dominions ex- 


cept by. taking in territory on this continent ; 


and that the personal interests of some of the 
American sugar planters of Hawaii will be 
promoted ‘by snnexation. ~ 

Most of these statements certainly ate true, 
but what if they all are? There w one reason 
for the annexation of the islands which out- 
weights them all, and that is that their pos- 
session—at no matter what cost—is essential, 
so that the commercial interests of the United 
States ini the Pacific may not be endangered. 
As Senator Platt of Connecticut says: 

The Sandwich lelands and the Nicaragua Canal 
are thé tro thitigs the United States should con- 
trol. A policy of isolation did well enough when 
(we Were an embryo nation, but today things are 
different and we must no look to domin- - 
jon alone over the territory included between the | 
waters that wash our own shores. Wé are 65,000,-

an abandonment of the doctrine of isolation. I 
don’t gee how any of these foreign nations could 
rightly protest, Engand and Germany ia particu- 
lar, as they op been in the habit of seizing 
everything in the shape of an island or any other 
division of Jand wherever and whenever they - 


The objections made nearly 's century ago 
tothe purchase of Louisiana were similar to 
those made now to the annexation of Hawaii 
It vas asserted that that territory was a great 
ways off; that its inhabitants were un-Ameri- 


can; that the army would havo to be enlarged 


in. order that troops might be stationed in 
Louisiana; that it would be a source of great 
etpensé, and that it would be :mpossible to 
defend it in case of a war with a foreign coun- 
try. All these were as naught when weighed 
against the fact that it was necessary tor the 
United States to own the mouth of Ge Mie | 
sissippi. 

It is necessary now that the United States 
should have Hawaii for the safety of 1ts 
oceanic commerce, and that reason out- 
weighs all the arguments of the opponents of 
annexation. The fruit is ripe; it has fallen 
into thelap of the United States. If this 
country dves not keep it somebody else will 


4 take it. Another opportunity will not occur.

INDICTMENTS FOR BLACKMAIL. 


Atlee Hart Will Have to Stand Trial on 
Charges of Extortion, 

Srovux Crry, Ia., Feb. 2.—[Special. ]—The 
grand jury, which has been in session here for 
twenty-six days investigating the chargvus of 
blackmail against Atlee Hart, J. L. Lewis, 
and F. G. Crosby, completed its labors today.

KILLED IN A COTTON PRESS EXPLOSION. 


Bollers in the Planters’ Compress at Vicks- 
burg, Misa., Blow Up.

this morning at 11:30, instantly killing En- 
gineer James Calder and Pressman Joseph 
Finichi, mortally wounding William Clifton, 
colored, and wounding and bruising eleven 
others, all negroes; eight, however, but 
slightly.

| fire for atime. The press contained at least 


10,000 bales of cotton at thetime, Loss, 
about $8,000; insurance, $2,000.

BLACK HILLS TIN MINESSGHUT DOWN. 


Orders_to Close the Works and Discharge 
Every Employe at Once. 
Dsapwoop, S. D., Feb. 2.—[ Special. |—Supt. 
Childs of the Harney Peak Tin Mining com- 
pany, whose mines and gigantic works are at 
Hill City, thirty miles south of here, returned 
from the East Wednesday and this morning 
gave orders to cease all operations in the 
mines and mill and discharge every employé, 
which has been done.

The management 
has claimed immense ore bodies, and that they 
could obtain the metal at large profit, and the 
reason of this closing down oe an indefinite 
time 18 a mystery. It has been stated by a 
stockhoider in the company, an Englishman, 
who is also heavily interested. in the Cormole 
tin mines, that the metal exists in the Black 
Hills in paying quantities, but the Harney 
company will not attempt to produce it until 
the tariff is in force next July. ls is believed 
here that the works will start up again in the 
spring.

FROST-BITTEN ORANGES ON THE WAY. 


Some Said to Be Coming from Fliorida— 
What Dealers Say in Regard to It. 

It is understood that large shipments of 
frost-bitten orangés: have been made from 
Florida to this city and ‘considerable alarm 
is felt as to the possible result of such fruit . 
being put on the market. 

J.P. Girard of the firm of Girard & Allen, 
No. 221 South Water street, said to a Tarnuns 
reporter: ‘“‘I returned yesterday from 
Florida and will say that the frost 
has done much damage, particularly 
to the orange crop, about 20 per 
cent of which has been nipped. Consign- 
ments are made to us, but we need not accept 
the goods unless they are bought and sent to 
us by our agents in the South. If otherwise 
sent the railroad runs the risk of the loss of 
freight. Much of this fruit will doubtless be 
sold throughout the city, for during this 
season Of the year a frozen orange isa de- 
aria thing; but I think the public mar- 
ket will be more disturped than will the 
health of the public be affected.”’
